T HIS was our moſt hearty Acclamatiog, 


wherewith we did Congratulate our moſt 
Gracious QUEEN upon Her Happy Ac- 
 Ccefſion to the Throne on the Day ot Her 
Proclamation” IT Pf 
LOTT B | The 


FADE 
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The ſame we moſt Heartily and Devort!y reite- 
rate and repeat at the Solemnity of Her Majeſty's 
Coronation, wiſhing Her with our Hearts, elevated 
to the King of Heaven and Earth, all Royal Bleſ- 
ſing and Happineſs : God fave the Queen! 
This was the manner of Congratulating uſual to 
the People of Iſrael, performed among them with 


great Rejoicings, even with the Sound of Trumpets, 


Witneſs whereof we have the Sacred Records of 
Saul and Solomon's Royal Acceſſion to the Throne 
in Iſrael. In the Eebrew their Congratulation is thus 
expreſſed J7On 1, that is, Vivat Rex: But this 
Vivat is in its Senſe the very ſame as God Save, no 
leſs is our Lather's B. M. Tranſlation, who hath 
rendred it, Glack £#, anſwering as: well to the 


true Idiom of the Germar Tongue, as the Senſe of 


| the Sacred Language: For it 1s unqueſtionable, that 


the Iſraelites by their Vivat, intended a happy 
Life, a Life of Health and Contentedneſs, which is 
only to be. ſtiled a Life, whereas a Life full of 
Troubles, Scrrows, and Calamities, may rather be 
called Death than Life. And fince the Ergliſh 
Tranſlation agreeth with the Germar. both in Senſe 
and Subſtance, it 1s all one it we ſay, God ſave the 
Sueen, or in our Language, Gluck Zu, or ac- 


cording to the Original, Long Live. 


But 2s we make uſe of the Words of the]ffaelites 
in their manner of Congratulating their Kings, ſo 
no leſs we do herewith the very ſame with them, 


In elevating our Hearts to God the King of Heaven. 
and Earth, in withing, God ſave the Ryeen., We 
teſtify hereby firſt of al | 

.our Minds in-Her Majeſty's Happy Acceſſion to the 


all, the great Satisfaftion of _ 


Royal Throne, which being Her Right- by Birth,

yet She attained it by Providence, Heaven having 
deſigned Her the only Remedy both to cure the 
mo(t Dangerous Wound, which theſe Kingdoms, 
as wel] as all well-affeted Nations in Exrope, have 
received by the Death of our /ate King, of moſt 
Giorious Memory, as to prevent all Inteſtine Trou- 
bles ani Diſcontents, which we were afraid of, 
and our inveterate Enemies did heartily wiſh for ; 
yea, even to diſappoint the Hopes of our Enemies, 
thinking that this Loſs would procure the Diimem- 
bring of the Alliances made by the Wiſdom of our 
late Hero, to reſtrain the French Tyranny, and to 
pull down his Haughty Thonghts, in aſpiring to 
the Univerſal Monarchy over all Exrope. Blefled 
therefore be the Lord, who hath given us ſuch a 
Princeſs, whoſe Succeſſion proveth ſo great a Com- 
fort and Bleſſing ro us and our Confederates. 

Moreover, We wiſh in theſe our Acclamations moſt 
heartily,that the King of Heaven ana. Earth, by whom 
our moſt Gracious 2neen reigneth, may endue Her 
Majeſty with his Strength and Salvation, with his 
 Mercies and Graces : May She fit upon Her Royal 
Throne under his: Protection many, many Years;

T1 ſhall endeavour to ſharpen your Zeal, by treat- 
ing upon the Words of my Text, and ſhewing you 
our Heavenly King with his Crown, whereof the 
P/almift ſpeaks, Thou ſetteſt a Crown of pure Gold on 
his Head. Iexhortand animate you all, as many as 


are here, to behold the ſame with a due Attention and 
Devotion. For that purpoſe, I make uſe of the 


Words of the Holy Ghoſt taken from the Canticles 
III. 11. Go forth, O ye Daughters of Zion, and be- 
hold King Solomon with the Crown. It will be worth 
your while, worth your Attention and Devotion. 
Did not you go forth Jaſt Thurſday, out of your 
Houſes and Chambers ? Did you not riſe early out 
of your Beds? Did you not leave behind you your 
other Afﬀairs? Yea, did not a great many of you 
come a great way to behold the Solemnity of that 
Day ? Did you not flock to the place of Corona- 
tion with great Trouble and Expences, not n_

for the Inconveniencies you ſuſtained by the Mal- 
titude of People > Was not your very Heart taken: 
with the Luſtre of that Glorious Theatre 2 Sure 
you did take notice of all the Particulars of that 
Solemnity, with the greateſt Care and ExaCtnels. 
Now although I commend you for it, yet I muſt 
tell you, that all the ſplendid Aftions performed 
upon this Glorious Throne, are but a Shadow of 
that Coronation, whereof I am a going to diſcourſe. 
by God's Afliſtance, viz. Of the Coronation of our 
Heavenly Solomon. Here 1s a Luſtre quite Divine, 
quite unparallel'd : The like no Eye has ever ſeen 
nor ever heard of ; Wherefore ſhould I not animate 
you then to go forth, and to behold the greateſt of 
Kings and Queens in his Crown, in that Crown of 
Glory, wherewith not his unnatural Mother, the. 
Jewiſh Sy nagogve crowned him, which, was a Crown. 
of Thorns, but1a his Glorious Crown, wherewith 
his Heavenly Father crowned him in his Exaltation : 
A moſt Glorious Coronation indeed ! The P/almiſt 
hath opened us the Theatre. Open you your Eyes, 
the Eyes of your Minds, your Hearts and Souls, for 
theſe are here required, to behold our Heavenly Salo- 
- m0n in his Crown. Obſerve at this Coronation, 


ET. Thatmoſt Excellent Perſon which is crowned. | 
HH. The moſt Glorious Brabevts that crowneth. 
III. The Unparallel'd Coronation it ſelf, 


We begin with that Excellent Perſon which is 
crowned, The chiefeſt Object of our Obſervations. 
was laſt Thurſday, Her molt Sacred Majelty. Our 
Eyes were ſtedfaſt and immoveably fixed to obſerve 

Her Royal Perſon, and Geſtures, her Crown, 


Throne, 
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| Throne, and Royal Enſigns, Her Purple Roles 
and Drefles. I need not enlarge upon Her Lu- 


ſtre, the Luſtre of Her Royal Birth and Extra- 
ction, Her Piety and Vertue, Goodneſs and Ma- 


_ Jeſty, and all Her Royal Accompliſhments; I 


adore with all Humility and Veneration due to /o 


Great and Excellent a Princeſs, the Divine Good- 
neſs, which hath beſtowed upon this Naticn {ſo 
good a QUEEN, but with leave of Her Majefty, 
' yea, by Her Majeſty's Selt-Conſent, I may, nay I mutt 
ſay, here 1s'a greater one, a greater one than Da- 


vid, a greater one than Solomon, a greater one than 


all Kings and Queens upon the Face of the Earth, 


for here is Chrilt, the King of Kings and Queens. 
Ir 1s evident, not only by the Royal Title | the 

King] which abſolutely and ſimply ſet down with- 

out any Addition, Limitation, or Reſtriction, is 


_ due to Chriſt the King of Kings before any other ; 


but alſo by the Contents of this Pſalm, that the 
Pſalmift cannot ſpeak of any other but Chriſt, as 
when he ſays of this King, hat length of Days for 
ever and ever is given to him; fure, nothing like 
this can be ſaid of David, Solomon, or any other 
earthly Prince, of whom it is known, that they are 


dead and buried, Aﬀts NI. 29. But of Chriſt it 


hath been foretold, that he ſhall prolong his days, 
when the hath made his Soul an Offering for Sin, 1\. 


*LHT. to. The Paralleliſm of the Sacred Records 


makes it unqueſtionable, more particularly of the 
8th Pſ. v. 5, 6. where 1s ſaid of Chriſt, Thou haſt 


crowned him with Glory and Honour, thou madeſt him : 


to have dominion over the works of thy hands, thou 


haſt put all things under his feet 5 and of the Viſion 
ot Daniel, VII. 13, 14. 1 ſaw in the night-viſzons,

and behold one like the Son of Man came with the Clouds- 
of Heaven, and came to the Ancient of days, and they 
brought him near before him, and there was given him. 
Dominion and Glory, and a Kingdom, that all People, 
Nations and Languages, ſhould ſerve him. His. Do- 
minion is an everlaſting Dominion, which (hall not. 
paſs away, and his Kingdom that which ſhall not be. 
_ deſtroyed. We have the Afſent of the Chaldean Par 
_ raphraſt, who explains our Pſalm of King Meſſzas ; 
as alſo of the old Jewiſh and Chriſtian Doctors, ſo 
that there 15 no reaſon to regard the Depravations. 
of rhe modern Jews, and the Fancies of ſome. 
knock-brain'd Interpreters among(t Chriſtians, as if. 
the Pſalmiſt only in a figurative Senſe did ſpeak of: 
Chriſt : No ture. We may ſee it plainly, that as: 
the P/almz5F cannot ſpeak of any other but Chriſt,. 
ſo he does not ſpeak of him in a figurative or typi- 
cal way, but literally, ſince. according to. the Apo- 
ſtle's Word, he is properly crowned with Glory and. 
Honour, Hebr. 2. 9. But that-is not all we have.to- 
obſerve about the Perſon crowned: We muſt fur- 
ther enquire, in which of his Natures. he is crown- 
ed. You are not ignorant of the moſt Excellent 
Perſon of Chriſt, of his being God and Man. in one. 
Perſon, of his Perſons Unity, of his two Natures, 
Divinity and Humanity, of their Perſonal Union 
and Communion. Our Chriſtian Faith,;obliges us. 
to beware, that we neither confound his Natures 
with Extyches, nor divide his Perſon with Neſtorius. 
Now it becomes us to know, that Chriſt is our 
King in both his Natures, . Divinity and Humanity, 
and that we rightly afirm of his whole Perſon, that 
he is crowned, yea that God is crowned, which 
cannot. be leſs true, than what the,Royal Pſalmiſt 
__ ſays, 
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ſays of God's anointing, Pſ. XLV. 7. Therefore, 0 
God, thy God has anointed thee. But as to the Na- 
ture, wherein he is crowned, it is manifeſt even 
from our Pſalm, that he is crowned in his Huma- 
nity and not in his Divinity. The Coronation is 
aſcribed to him in that Nature, wherein he has a 
Head, v. 3. a heart and lips, v. 2. as alſo human 

 Aﬀetions, Deſires and Requeſts, Hope and Truſt, Joy 
and Gladnefſs. Now it is evident, that none of theſe 
can properly be faid of his Divinity. Let us take 
care, that we do not take this in a figurative Senſe 
of his Divinity : If we do, we ſhall endanger our 
ſelves to loſe the Strength of our Arguments to 
prove the Veracity of Chriſt's Humanity againſt the 
anicheans, and others. This will make vs ſtick 
to the Letter, if we ſhould be forward to (way out 
to a figurative Senſe. Furthermore, It is ſaid of the 
King, that he asked Life, and that length of Days 
#s given to him for ever +, that he BE uot be moved 
through the Mercy of the moſt High. This can 
never be applied to his Divinity, in which he wants 
nothing at all, that he could have reaſon to ask 
any thing ; yea, in which he has by his Eternal 
Generation, that Life here ſpoken of in hizrſelf as 
well as the Father, John V. Neither can any thing 
be ſaid in that Nature, to be given to him or re- 
ceived by him, by Mercy or Favour, ſince he, as to 
the ſame, has every thing equally with the Father by 
right of his Nature and Efſence. But as to his Hu- 
manity, not only the mentioned parts of Human 
Body, viz. Head, Heart, Lips, together with the 
Human AﬀeCtions here expreſſed, viz, Deſire and 
Requeſt, Hope and Truſt, Joy and Gladneſs, but 
ialfo all that is ſaid of his asking and receiving Fa- 
vour 
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vour and Mercy, may: literally be aſcribed to him, 
witneſs the Sacred: Oracles, whereupon we need not 
to enlarge, it being fully known out. of the ſame, 
chat Chriſt in his Humanity 7s leſs than the Father. 
As now by what is ſaid hitherto, evidently appears, 
_ that Chriſt is crowned not in his Divinity, but in 
his Humanity ; yet this ought not to be miſapplied 
to the Diviſion of his Perſon. The Unity of his 
Perſon muſt be kept ſafe : For although he is crow - 
ned in his Humanity and not in his Divinity, never- 
theleſs his Divinity and Humanity, are and always 
continue perſonally united, and.are in this Perſonal 
Union one Perlon, one Chriſt, one King crowned. 
_ As we ought every where to learn with Diligence, 

what Proper belongs to his Divinity, and what 
properly belongs to his Humanity, and that every: 
one of theſe Natures aCts not without, but in Com- 
munication with the other, fo we muſt no leſs ex- 
altly diſcern this in our Pſalm. When the Pſalmiſt 
ſpeaks of Chriſt's Coronation, 7 Sexſu Paſſrvo, we 
muſt obſerve, that this is ſaid of his Humanity and 
not of his Divinity ; but what he ſays of the A- 
Hions of this crowned King, we muſt learn, that 
ſince the Humanity does not a& without, but in 
Communication with the Divinity, Theſe Actions 
are ſaid of Chriſt in his Both Natures. 

We proceed now to the ſecond Particular, to 
ſpeak of the moſt Glorious Brabevta, who is ſaid. to 
have crowned Chriſt, i» Sexſu AFivo, Earthly 
Princes and Princeſſes are crowned by the Hands 
of Man, by the worthieſt of the People. This 
Solemnity is uſially performed by the Head of the 
Clergy, as an Eccleſiaſtical Function, even by God's. 
Authority, who formerly did command Samet to 
| C * anoint 
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anoint Saul, and his Succeſſor Davzd, and the Prophet 
Elijah to anoint Fehu the Son of Nimri : 1 Kings 19. 
16. So Zadok the Prieſt and Nathan the Prophet. 
by David's Commiſſion did anoint King Solomon ;, 
| hence it became uſual in [/rae/, and among other Na- 
tions. The Coronation of our moſt Gracious Pueer 
was performed by his Grace, the Arch-Þzfhop of Can- 
terbury, Primate and Metropolitan of all England, 
| aſtiſted by the Right Reverend Biſhops: of © theſe 
Realms ; yet although the Coronation of Earthly 
Princes is performed by: Man, they are the Inſtru- 

ments only, God being the Author ofthe ſame,. as. 

by whom they reign, and *whoſe anointed they are 
called, even Saul although anointed by Samuel, As 
to our Heavenly Solomon; the Lord God has crow- 
ned him im-mediate, to whom the P/almiſt refers 
O Lord ! thou ſetteſt a Crown: of pure Gold on his 

' head. It is manifeſt hereby, that none but the Lord 
the m1, the- true Eſſential God 1s this Brabevta, 
whoſe Name is Fehovah, his own proper Name, 
which is not given to another, Eſ. XL. 2. Now 
ſince this Name ſometimes is uſed in the Sacred 
Records of all the three Perſons in God, ſometimes 
only of one out of the three, we ought to obſerve, 
by the Relation between the King and the Brabewta, 
that the Divine Perſon: of the Father is principally 
intended by this, O Lord; thou, as to whom the 
Royal Pſalmiſt immediately directs his Words: Ne- 
vertheleſs, the other two Divine Perſons are in this 
Name, and alſo in this Aftion, included. For 
fince the Name Jehovah 1s ſaid of the Father, in re- 
jtation-to his Divine Eſſence, as the true Eſſential 
God ; and the Son being alſo the Fehovah, and ha- 
ving the ſame Divine Effence, no leſs the Holy 
Ghoſt, 
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Ghoſt, theſe three being one, Joh. V.7. Sure as none 
of theſe Divine Perſons can be excluded from the 
Efſential Name Fehovah, ſo none of them can be 
excluded out of the Act of Coronation iz Serſu 
AFivo. Therefore although the Father, as the true 
Effential Jehovah has principally crowned this King, 
yet the Son and the Holy Ghoſt being no leſs the 
true Eſſential Jehovah than the Father, have crowned 
him alſo. Let no Body wonder at this, that the 
Son is both the King crowned, and the Brabevta. 
For as he is in his Humanity crowned i Serſu 
Paſſavo, ſo he in his Divinity has crowned himſelf 
in Senſu A4Givo, in his Humanity, in ConjunCtion 
with the Father and the Holy Ghoſt. Thus the Scri- 
pture ſays of Chriſt, that he did ſet himſelf down 
on the right hand of the Majeſty on High, Hebr. 3. 
which 1s as much as to ſay, that he did crown him- 
ſelf. In the mean time, the Ad of Coronation is 
chiefly and principally aſcribed to the Father : He 
has crowned our King Feſ#s, and this he has per- 
formed in his Divine Strergth and Power, men- 
_ tioned by our P/almiſt, v. 1. which is the Power of 
his Ommipotency, ftyled by St. Paul, Epheſ. 1. the 
exceeding greatneſs of his mighty Power. 

But we muſt make haſte to behold the Corona- 
tion it ſelf, by our Royal Pſalmſt thus exprefſed, 
Thou ſetteſt a Crown of pure Gold on his Head, Here 
we muſt conſider both the Crows and the 4 of Co- 
ronation. As to the Crows, it 1s deſcribed to be « 
Crown of pure Gold. Splendid are the Crowns of 
Earthly Princes and Princefles : Sure very ſplendid 
and glorious was the Crown wherewith our 
2UEEN was crowned; a Crown newly made 
of Gold in its Subſtance, richly adorned with a 


2 great 
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great many Jewels of Value, and Luſtre, ec. But 
here is a more precious one, 12 NWy. of the Fineſt. 
and beſt Gold, We may eaſily apprehend that this 
1s not ſpoken of a common Golden- Crown, | but 
that a Crown quite Divine, Spiritual and Heaven- 
ly is hereby exprefled, the unparallel'd Soveraignty, 
or the Soveraign Heavenly Univerſal Dominion of 
our King Chriſt, his Supream Divine Power in Hea- 
ven and Earth, Matth. XX VIII. 18. is thus ſet forth. 
If we look in the Pſalm, we find this Crown de- 
ſcribed as. a Crown of Joy and exceeding Gladneſs, 


v. I, 7.-which Joy and Gladneſs is of a very ex- 


cellent. Nature, not as the Joy of this World, which 
accompanies the Earthly Crowns of a fhort Dura-- 
tion, and beſides very often interrupted by mani- 
fold Accidents and unexpected Misfortunes z 'but a 
Divine Foy and Gladneſs arifing from God's Connte- 
ance. Nothing can be more ſtedfaſt, nothing can 
be imagin'd a more exceeding Gladneſs, than the 
Joy of God's Conuntenance ; hence we find, that 
the'eternal Joy 'of our-immortal Souls is exprefled, 
by ſeeing the Conntenance of God. This Crown 1s- 
deſcribed by 'the 'P/almiſt asa Vitorious Crown, v.7. 
in theſe Words, The King through the mercy of the. 
oſt High ſhall'not be moved, which is not ſaid, de 
eventu &. coxtingentia, of a Caſualty that perhaps he 
may not be moved ; but de 7»fal/ib:l; ke that 
| he cannot be moved, as 'if_ he. had ſaid, it is im- 
poſſible, that he ſhould be'moved by-any Accident 
whatſoever, by any Power of his Enemies, who 
would fain move, or dethrone him - if they could. 
[t is to be obſerved, that this Expreſſion, He ſhall 
at be moved, is the ſame in Senſe, as if he had ſaid, 
his Enemies ſhall be overcome and bday 
im.. 
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him. For it is very uſual in the Sacred Oracles, 
that when one of two Contrarieties is denied, the 
other which is left undenied, is thereby affirmed. 
Now it is a ViForions Crown indeed, which has 
not only the Bleſling of diſappointing and averting 
the Enemies Afaults, but even the Happpineſs of 
overcoming the ſame. CONS 

No leſs this Crown is a Crows of Glory, where- 
, of Dxavid immediately before our Text ſays, Ho- 
our and Majeſty thou haſt laid upon him. We may 
here'underſtand firſt of all God's Eſſential Majeſty, 
which is his Divine Efence it ſelf, and Attributes, 
this is laid npon him in his Humanity in the Per- 
ſonal Union, Col. Il. 9g. We may alſo by this un- 
derftand the Honour of Religious SubjeFion and Ado- 
ratzon given to our. King, that at his Name every 
knee ſhall bow, and every tongue confeſs, that he is 
ER Fai. 
— Well may a Crown (ſo Joyful, ſo Vidtorious, ſo 
_ Glorious, be ſtyled a Crows of pure Gold. Yea, what 
this Crown makes compleat, is the - Incorruptibleneſs 
of the ſame ; it does not_ fade away. as the Crowns. 
of Earthly Princes ;. it cannot be taken: away by 
force, nor loſt by Misfortune, nor .removed by - 
Sickneſs and. Death; for length of Days 3s giver to 
hinr for ever and ever, that is to ſay, an incorrupti- 


ble eternal Life, the Life in God... So much of the 


_ Crown. + | ps 
As to the Aft of Coronation, we find- the ſame 
briefly thus expreſſed, Thou ſetteſt on his Head a 
Crown. This Phraſeology . is taken from the Cere- 
monies uſual at the Coronation of Earthly Princes 
and 'Princefles. Thus we have obſerved at the Solem- 
nity of Fer Majeſty's Coronation, Her Preſentation,

come, the putting of all things under his feet, Pſ. VIII. 
Ephel. I. 20, 21, 22. To ſpeak more fully of it, we 
muſt mind, that this Expreſſion, Thou ſetteſt or his 
Head. a Crown of pure Gold, comprehends all that 
belongs to Chriſt's Exaltation, even his Un@ion 
with the Oyl of Gladneſs the Holy Ghoſt, Pf. XLV. 
7, Heb. I. his Recognition and Preſentation, to all 
People, Nations and Tongues, Daz. VII, Matth. 
III. 17. & c. 17.5. His Elevation on the Throne, 
Pſ. CX. 1. Phil. 2. 9. the putting on of the Royal 
Robes, viz. even of Divine Honour and Majeſty, 
Pſ.

- The Royal P/al- 
mt diredts you by his own Example : For when 
he compoſed this Palm, beginning, The King hall 
joy in thy Strength, O Lord, &c. he does not ſpeak 
narratively, as if he did intend to tell the Story 
of this Coronation. No fure, the Lord God, to 
whom he ſpeaks, being himſelf the Perfcrmer,

. gives. Thanks and Praiſes for the ſame, to God and 
his anointed, both for himſelf and the whole Peo- 
ple, in this Senſe : O Lord, we moſt humbly thank 
and praiſe thee, that thou haſt exalted our King in 
thy Strength, and haſt ſet a Crown of pure Gold on 
his.
